CHECK LIST OF THE ANIMAL PARASITES OF TUEKEYS. 

(Meleagria gallopavo mexicana.) 

This check list is taken from the card catalogue of the Zoological Lahoratory, 
Bureau of Animal Industry, and contains all of tbe animal parasites of the domesti- 
cated turkey recorded up to the present time, so far as it has been possible to trace 
them in veterinary and zoological literature. The generic names are printed in 
brevier antique lower case, ex.. Amoeba; the generally accepted specific names are 
given in brevier small caps under the generic name, ex., melbagridis; synonyms, 
accepted upon the authority of various authors, are printed in brevier italics and 
croBS referenced to the name adopted for the parasite by the most recent authori- 
ties, ex., " Fasciola trachea see Syngamus tracheaus." 

In the present list I do not commit myself to the validity of any species or genus, 
or to the validity of any specific or generic name. The names given are those 
adopted by the most recent aathorities, but it will be years before all of these forms 
can be properly studied. In a few cases I have adopted here the "generally accepted 
name," even if it is apparently not the first available name, as I consider it better to 
make changes in nomenclature only when the literature can be given. An historical 
review of the species is, however, out of the (juestion in a check list of this kind.

*The genera QonUtdea and Lipeurus were establisbed as subgenera of the genus Philopterua by 
Nitzsch in 1818. The genus Menopon as a subgenus of Liotheum. Keoent authors have erroueonsly 
attributed these genera to Nitzsch. "Who was responsible for the genera it is diificult to determine 
at present, without consulting avast amount of literature which is not at my command. iVfany of the 
species mentioned by Nitzsch in 1818 are nomina nuda, and i t not figured or described in other papers 
in that year will have to take another date and perhaps another name according to the International 
Itnles of Nomenclature. The determination of these details should be made by entomologists. 
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
